Annie Bock, ex-Suffrage Leader of Los 
Angeles, Declares Vote Has Increased 


Immorality, Divorce and Crime in State. 


{BY A. F. NIGHT WIRE.) 

KNOXVILLE Tenn.) July 7.—Miss Annie Bock of Los Angeles, 
formerly an equal suffrage leader, in a letter to W. K. Anderson, 
Representative in the lower house of the Tennessee Legislature, 
urged him not to support ratification of the suffrage amendment. 
Suffrage, she said, coarsens and cheapens women. She expressed 
her regret at her former activity in its behalf, saying that since 
suffrage has been granted there has been an alarming increase in 
immorality, divorce and murder in California. The letter follows: 

“I was one of the prominent workers who helped to bring suf- 
frage to California, and I regret it. 

“A year in politics has taught me that women are intolerant, 


radical, revolutionary and more corrupt in politics than men, also 
lalist co-operative com- 


“Since suffrage there has been an alarming increase in im- 
morality, divorce and murder in California. 

“Women suffrage has made cowards and puppets of men. It 
has coarsened and cheapened women. Were the men to vote on 
woman suffrage in California today it would net carry. 

“Suffragists asked suffrage that they might put only good men 
in office; now they clamor for a fifty-fifty show for all offices. 

I shall do penance forever for the part I played in bringing 
suffrage in California. 

“Please urge your colleagues not to do what will bring regret 

disaster, but to stand fer that 90 per cent of women who do not 
want suffrage but are glad to trust all politics and governmental 
affairs to their loved husbands, fathers, sons and brothers. 

To the South woman suffragé would bring more than calamity.” 


Miss Bock was formerly a leading worker for woman's suffrage 
in Los Angeles, but some time ago she announced that she had 
changed her opinion. Lodal suffrage leaders do not know whethe 


Miss Bock is still living here at present or not.

With Warsaw once taken. the buffer 
against Bolshevism, established by 
the Allies at the close of the war, 
is gone, and only Germany remains 
between France and England and 
the Red terror. 

FOCH MEETS WILSON. 
This, it is said in Paris, is the 
reason for the sudden determination 


of the Allies at Spa to look over 
the war equipment of the German 
army. It is the reason for the re- 
cent conference between Marshal 
Foch and Gen. Wilson, the British 
Chief of Staff, who are unwiliing 
to leave Germany and Western Fu- 
rope defenseless against the Bol- 
shevik menace. ' 

The conference of the Allies at 
Boulogne only a few days ago dis- 
patched three notes to Germany, the 
first of which declared the Allies 
would not permit the Germans to 
open a discussion of the disarma- 
ment terms of the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles, which prescribed that the 
German army must number no more 
than 100,000 on July 190. 

But secretly Marshal Foch learned 
of the collapse of the Poiish offens- 
Ive and then of the collapse of the 
army itself. Yesterday he received 
word of the white flag and notified 
Paris. 

Immediately the whole policy of 
the Allies underwent a change. Dis- 
armament. the forbidden subject, 
immediately became the vital sub- 
ject. The Germans then were inno- 
cent of any ulterior designs in their 
fatlure to bring their army chiefs 
to Spa. for they had been warned 
that the subject would not be per- 
mitted to be discussed. 

It is said that the Allies will per- 
mit Germany to maintain a larger 
army, even larger than the 200,000 
it has asked for, if it will pay the 
price bv preventing Bolshevism from 
spreading beyond the Polish bor-

ARRIVE IN NOVEMBER. 

“Our special commission, which 
will arrive on the Coast in Novem- 
ber, will make a complete ang pains- 
taking examination of all the naval 
base sites recommended by the Helm 
commission and McKean board. 

“For strategic reasons, it is neces- 
sary and deéeBirable that there should 
be not less than two navy yards of 
the first class on the Pacific Coast. 
The extension of the Mare Island 
navy yard to meet the requirements 
of one or two main navy yards on the 
Pacific Coast is impracticable, due to 
physical limitations. In view of 
these limitations, an additional navy 
yard capable of accommodating the 
largest vessels must be secured, and 
the defensibility of the San Fran- 
cisco Bay region makes that location 
the most desirable for the establish- 
ment of another navy yard of the 
Irst class on the Pacific Coast. The 
Mare Island navy yard will always 
be a first-class repair and construc- 
tion yard and the $29,000,000 spent 
on that yard wil certainly not have 
been wasted. 

“Both the McKean and the Helm 
commissions are in agreement as to 
the necessity of establishing a sub- 
marine and marine base at Los An- 
geles. Our commission will report to 
Congresa on its investigation of the 
Pacific Coast bases not later than the 
last of December and it is hoped that 
the December session of Congress 
will appropriate liberally for new 
naval bases on the Pacific Coast, in- 
cluaing a great new base in San 
Francisco Bay. 

The special commission has been 
provided for largely through the ef- 
forts of Senator Phelan, who has 
rorked hard in Congress to secure 
ajequate naval defenses on the Pa- 
cifie Coast.

FIRST PAYMENT is MADE TO 
SPOKANE, PORTLAND AND 
SEATTLE LINE.

WASHINGTON, July 7.—The first 
settlement with a railroad company 
of all claims arising out of Fed- 
eral operation was announ to- 
day by the Railroad Administration. 
which has agreed to pay the Spo- 
kane, Portland and Seattle Railroad 
$1,600,000 in cash, the sum remain- 
ing after the balancing of the 
claims of the railway company 
against the government, and ef the 
government against the railway com- 
pany. The larger portion of the 
sum agreed upon represents the 
payment of compensation due to the 
railroad company for the use of its 
preperty by the government. 
Nearly 500 claims by the various 
railroads of the country remain to 
be settled, and officials of the Rail- 
road Administration believe that the 
majority will be adjusted on the 
lump sum basis after balancing of 
the conflicting claims. Claims of 
some roads run as high as $16,00@ - 
600 or £12,000,000, and it is im 
peasible te estimate. officials said, the 
amount which will eventually be 
paid ever by the government or the 
time necessary te wind up govern- 
ment control of the railroads.

Action is Filed Against Sec- 
retary of State. 
League Claims Ratification 
Would be Illegal. - 


Charges Fraud in West Vir-

WASHINGTON, July 7.—Proceed- 
ings asking that Bainb Colby, 
Secretary of State, be ed from 
issuing any proclamation declaring 


the suffrage amendment ratified

-flumDia Supreme Court today dy 


Charles 8. Fairchild of New York, 
president of the American Constitu- 
tional League. 

Fairchild also seeks to prevent 
Atty.-Gen. Palmer from enforcing 
the amendment. Justice Bailey is- 
sued a rule on Secretary Colby and 
the Attorney-General to show cause 
July 13 why the motion should not 
be granted. 

The basis of the proceedings is 
the claim that the ratification of 
the amendment by the West Virginia 
Legislature was illegal because ac- 
complished by fraud, and that the 
proposed ratification by tie Tennes- 
gee Legislature also will be illegal 
on the ground that the Legislature 
lacked authority under the State's 
constitution to act on the measure. 

Only thirty-five States have rati- 
fied the amendment, and as ratifica- 
tion by one other is necessary, the 
attack on the amendment through 
the courts at this time came as a 
surprise in suffrage circles here. An 
attack on the legality of the action 
of the Tennessee Legislature has 
been expected, but not until the Leg- 
islature actually had acted. 

Application for the restrain or- 
der was said by the National Wom- 
an's party in a statement tonight to 
indicate the bitterness of the opposi- 
tion to suffrage and the demonstra- 
tion of ita opponents to defeat the 
will of States which have signified 
their approval of the enfranchise- 
ment of the women of the nation. 

“We are convinced that, as in the 
Ohio referendum case,” said the 
statement, the validity of the ac- 
tion of the various State legisia- 
turés in ratifying the suffrage 
amendment will finally be upheld 
by the courts. Antisuffragist inter- 


‘ests are evidently grasping at straws 


in their attempt through court pro- 
ceedings to lengthen the suffragiot 
struggle and to force the expendi- 
ture of more money, and time by 
suffragists for the syiccess of their 
cause. 

“The grounds cited for the injunc- 
tion petition are matters already 
passed upon by the Attorney-Gen- 
eral and the Legislatures of the 
States concerned, and in the case of 
Tennessee also by the acting Attor- 
ney-General/of the United States. 
By filing certificates of ratification 
with the Secretary of State, these 


States have completed, in the man- 


ner prescribed by the Conatitution, 
the process of ratification of the 
Ninteenth Amendment and we be- 
eve that the courts will uphold the 
validity of their action.”

UNION OIL COMPANY 
DEFIES NAVY HEADS. 


REFUSAL TO DELIVER OF TO 
A DESTROYER IS REFERRED 
TO DEPARTMENT.

SAN FRANCISCO, July 7.—The 
refusal of the Union Ol Company 
to deliver 300 barrels of engine oil 
to supply a destroyer at the price of 
$1.60 a barrel, fixed by the Navy De- 
partment. even under the threat of 
seizure, has been referred back to 
the department, Capt. J. J. Cheat- 
ham, navy supply officer at Mare 
island navy yard, reported today. 

Under the Lever Act, the gov- 
ernment claims the right to fix 
prices and commandeer oll, accord- 
ing to Thomas A. Hays, assistant to 
the president of the Union Oil Com- 
pany. He declared that it was unjust 
for the Navy to attempt to use a 
war-time measure to exact a more 
favorable price than other custom- 
ers were paying, the market figure 
being $2.

Senate Committee Takes up 


Hearings in Chicago. 


4 r DAY WIRE.) 


CHICAGO, July 7.—The Senate 


committee investigating preconven- 


tien campaign expenditures of va- 
rious candidates today resumed its 
hearings by delving into the organ- 
ization and expenditures of backers 


of Maj.-Gen. Wood. The comme 


tee also bekan an exhaustive inquiry 
into the organization in Missouri of 
Gov. Lowden, which did not end 
until after various details of the 
Taft-Roosevelt fight in 1912 had 
been brought up by witnesses. 
Chief among the witnesses were 
William Loeb, formerly private sec- 
retary to Roosevelt and who de- 
scribed himself as a sort of cilear- 
inghouse through which Wood 
funds in the East passed. J. L. Bab- 
ler, Republican national committee- 
man from Missouri, and E. L. Morse 
of Excelsior Springs. Mo., described 
by witnesses as the distributor of 
Gov. Lowden's campaign funds in 
Missouri and “boss of the Third 
Miesour! ngrestional District.” 
Ben F. Kestereon of Princeton, 
Me., brought in the Taft-Roosevelt 
fesue, deciarfing both had spent 
more money in Missouri in 1912 
than Lowden in 1920 and described 
a system of payment by blank 


checks for which he received $25 | 


each, but which, he said, were 
cashed for up to $250. Kesterson 
was a Taft supporter. 

After Loeb had described how a 
group of New York men underwrote 
$1,000,000 fof the Wood campaign. 
Senator Reed cross-questioned near- 
ly a dozen witnesses concerning po- 
litical conditions in Missouri and 
Particularly in the Third Congres- 
sional District. . 

SHOWS CHECKBOOKS. 

Mr. Loeb presented several check- 
books which he said would show 
what funds he disbursed. About 
$406,000 passed through his hands, 
he testified. He also told of sending 
rashiers’ checks for $5000 without 
accompanying letters, a practice 
which, he asserted. was not unusual 
in politics. He sent these checks 
wherever he was told by Frank 
Hitchcock, former Postmaster-Gen- 
eral, and a Wood manager.

View avenue, Monrovia, in his 
fourth year. 
The late Army officer, who was 
graduated from West Point in- 1877, 
saw much active service. He was 
engaged in the field during the 
Spanish-American War, and later 
served during the Philippine cam- 
paign. He is survived by one broth- 
er, omas Maney of Louisville, Ky., 
and by two sisters, Mrs. 8. 8. Waters 
and Mre. H. C. Ward of Wellesley 
Hills, Mass. Mr. Maney, the broth- 
er, whe was in Monrovia at the time 
of death, is taking the body to Louis- 
ville for interment. 
When the Boxer rebellion broke 
out in China in the summer of 1900 
Col. Maney was in command of the 
American forces at the American 
Legation in the foreign quarter at 
Tientsin. Peking was threatened 
first, and the main body of the for- 
eign forces, about 900 British troops, 
left Tien-stein early in June for the 
Chinese capital.

Bryan has pointed 
out that the Democratic platform dodges 
the high cost of living. Planks declaring 
for a slashing reduction of Federal expen- 
Gitures were rejected. The cost-of-living 
plank, as actually inserted, is bit a lame 
apology for Democratic extravagance. 

There is no promise in the platform of 
an adequate reduction of the number of 
Federal officeholders. If Cox is elected 
thousands of those now employed in the 
government service will be dismissed; but 
their’ places will be taken by other deserv- 
ing Democrats chosen from thé camp fol- 
lowers of Murphy, Duffey and Taggart. 
There will be a change in personnel, but 
no reduction of expense. 

Those who are familiar with the work- 
ings of political organisations know that 
the only way to get the Federal brigade 
away from the political trough is through «a 
change of administration. If Harding wins, 
the Democratic officeholders would expect 
to walk the plank; that is the fate of the 
losers in politics. He could reduce the 
Federal pay roll one-half by firing Demo- 
crats, and it would not be incumbent upon 
bim to put Republicans in their places. It 
is only through changes in administration 
that reductions in Federal expenditures are 
to be effected. 

Cox is running on a platform containing 
a single plank and he is not able to stand 
on it. The platform is for the League of 
Nations and the candidate ig for a modifi- 
cation of the Volstead Act, permitting the 
manufacture and sale of wine and beer. 
So it would seem that the candidate and 
the platform are contenders. 

There is much truth in Bryan's state- 
ment that the Cox candidacy will appeal 
this year only to partisan Democratic vot- 
ers and that the number of partisans is 
much less than in former campaigns. 

It will not do, however, for the Repub- 
Means to regard the Cox campaign as futile. 
President Wilson has already pledged his 
support, which carries with it the Federal 
brigade. Tammany Hall will make a hard 
ight to get its paws Into the public treas- 
ury. If a Tammany candidate should win 
the Presidency the old tiger would enjoy 
the best hunting he bas ever known. But 
the people of tfle country, who know the 
babits of the tiger, are not likely to make 
Charley Murphy, boss of New York. the boss 
of the United States. Tilden, Cleveland, 
Bryan, Wilson, all thé great Democratic 
leaders of the past, repudiated Tammany 
and spurned its support. Cox has made 
— the keystone of his political edi- 


Democrats said when Harding was nom- 
inated that his opinions on national ques- 
tions are not generally Enown. Republicans 
can reply that Cox has never had an opin- 
ions on national questions, that hig know!l- 
edge of the country is limited to only so 
much of it as can be viewed from Ohio. 

No Presidential nominee of recent years 
ever found more rocks in his path than lay 
slong the road Cox must travel.

TE ANTIPATHIES.” 

While the Father of his Country ts so 
lavisbly quoted as to “entangling alliances” 
it is well that the noisy Third Party propo- 
nents should also remember that in that 
famous farewell address of George Washing- 
tom he made some profound remake as to 
“inveterate antipathies” and spurious pa 
triotism. He said: 

There is nothing more essentia! than 
that permanent inveterate antipathies 
against particular nations and passion- 
ate attachments for others should be 
excluded and that, in place of them, 
just and amicable feelings toward al! 
should be cultivated. The nation which 
indulges towards another an habitual 
hatred or an habitual fondness is in 
some degree a slave. It is a slave to 
ite animosity or to its affection, either 
of which is sufficient to lead it astray 
from its duty and interest. Antipathy 
in one nation against another disposes 
each more readily to offer insult and in- 
jury, to lay hold of slight causes of um- 
brage and to be haughty or intractable 
when accidental or trifling occasions of 
dispute occur. . . . The nation prompt- 
ed by ill will and resengment sometimes 
impels to war the government contrary 
to the best calculations of policy. 
os At other tithes it makes the an! 
mosity of the nation subservient to 
projects of hostility, instigated by pride. 
ambition and other sinister and per- 
nicious motives. ... 

So, likewise, a passionate attachment 
of one nation for another produces a 
variety of evils. Sympathy for the fa- 
vorite nation, facilitating an illusion of 
Imaginary common interest in cases 
where no common interest exists and 
infusing into one the enmities of the 
other, betrays the former into a partici- 
pation of the quarrels and wars of the 
latter, without adequate inducement or 
justification. . .. 

As avenues to foreign influence in in- 
numerable ways such attachments are 
particularily alarming to the truly en- 
lightened and independent patriot. How 
many opportunities do they afford to 
tamper with domestic factions, .. . 
to mislead public opinion, to influence 
or awe the public councils. 
Excessive partiality for one foreign na- 
tion and excessive dislike of another 
cause those whom they actuate to sce 
danger only on one side, and serve to 
veil and even second the arts of infiu- 
ence on the other. Reel patriots who 
may resist the intrigues of the favorite 
are liable to become suspected and odt- 
ous, while its tools and dupés usurp 
the applause and confidence of the peo- 
ple to surrender their interests. 

The great rule of conduct for us in re- 
gard to foreign nations is, in extending 
our commercial relations, to have with 
them as little political connection as pos- 
sible. SO FAR AS WE HAVE ALREADY 
FORMED ENGAGEMENTS LET THEM 
BE FULFILLED WITH PERFECT 
GOOD FAITH. HERE LET US STOP.* 
By this extract from the historic speech 

it would seem that George Washington fore- 
saw the rabid Sinn Fein propaganda and its 
like in this country, Hearst's inveterate 
antipathy for Great Britain and his passion- 
ate attachment for a part of Ireland. He 
foresaw the violent anti-Japanese antipathy. 
He foresaw the antipathies and attach- 
ments which “give to the ambitious, cor 
rupted or deluded citizens (who devote 
themselves to the favorite nation) facill- 
ties to betray or sacrifice the interests of 
their own country without odium, some- 
times even with popularity, gilding with the 
appearances of a virtuous sense of obliga- 
tion, a commendable deference for public 
opinion or a laudable zeal for public good, 
the base or foolish compliances of ambi- 
tion, corruption or infatuation.” 

It is easy to quote George Washington, 
just as it Is easy to quote the Bible, to 
meet the needs of our own particular zeals 
and intrigues: but one thing is obricus— 
if Washington were alive today he would 
sternly set his face against the Heurst type 
of noisy patrioteer. Even on the subject of 
the League of Nations Washington's words 
as to “entangling alliances” can also be in- 
terpreted rather in the light of his: 


* It is our true policy to steer clear 
of permanent alliances with any por- 
tion of the foreign world, so far I mean 
as we ere at liberty to do it, for let me 
not be understood as capable of patron- 
izing infidelity to existing engagements. 
in inducements of interest for 


— 


Observing that conduct (Le. neutrality) 
will best be referred to your own refiec- 
tions and experience. 

With me a predominant motive has 
been to endeavor to gain time to our 
country te settle and mature its recent 
institutions and to progress without in- 
terruption to that degree of strength 
and consistency which is necessary to 
give it, humanly speaking, the com- 
mand of its own fortunes. 

Washington can thus be interpreted as a 
voice saying that the United States has nov 
attained that degree of strength, with cet- 
tled and mature institutions, by which it 
can command its own fortunes and safely 
take its place as a world power with all the 
essential responsibilities that go therewith. 
And once having been drawn into the Worid 
War, as this country was through the reck- 
less and impudent machinations of the com- 
mon enemy, the Father of our country 
would be the last to wash his hands of the 
obligations entailed. There can be little 
doubt that he would sponsor America’s par- 
ticipation in a strong League of Nations 
(with its interests properly safezuarded) 
by which “just and amicable relations to- 
wards all countries may be cultivated” and 
future wars at least isolated, if not obvi- 
ated altogether. | 

George Washington would certainly have 
decried a violent Japanese antipathy, with 
dangerousty insulting indiscretion, and de- 
vised some statesmanlike method of deal- 
ing with the difficulty. He would certainly 
have put his foot down on the Sinn Fein 
intrigues in this country, the bond-raising 
and the “passionate attachment” to half of 
Ireland's cause by so many hyphenated citi- 
zene, coupled with time-worn hatred of 
Great Britain. And he would certainly have 
denounced the spurious patriotism of the 
Hearst-Reed brigade.

A writer in the New York Times 
gives $20,090,000 as the most ¢on- 
servative estimate of political cam- 
paign expenditures this year and sur- 
mises that it is really nearer 30. 
(00,000. The cost of a Presidential 
campaign has gone up from a bes- 
garly $12,000,000 in 1916. There are 
evidently political profiteers. 

These figures naturally boggle the 
feminine imagination. We are 830 
pathetically inexperienced. Because, 
of course, the money is not used to 
buy votes. Certainly not. That 
sort of thing is a muddy memory 
of the wicked past. ‘fhe aforesaid 
writer Informs us that it all goes 
for expensive headquarters, arm/es 
of clerks and investigators, adver- 
tising. propaganda. A good deal o? 
it went for expensive white paper 
copiously covered with literature,“ 
tons and tons of it, merrily aiding 
the hysterical shortage. And, quite 
obviously, without avail. So few 
people can have been properly im- 
pressed with that campaign litera- 
tore, if they ever read it at all. 

An expensive game, nominating a 
President. Much more expensive 
than maintaining a royal family. 
And the people that benefit are rath- 
er more parasitical than any royal 
family. Moreover, the contributors 
get nothing for their money, post 
t'vely nothing in ninety-nine cases 
out of a hundred. Somebody gets it, 
of course, but no one that is of any 
special value to the country. The 
money itself is not only wasted, but 
it goes to buy more waste—wasted 
energy, wasted paper, wasted rhet- 
orice, wasted time, wasted hopes. 
Pitiful, mournful waste. 

It would seem to the 
enced feminine mind that that $20.- 
000,000 went largely to confuse the 
iseue, to harass the voters and to 
profit the political parasites.

Women, 
of course, have poor heads for bust 
ness, so maybe we don't understand 
the intricacies of “value received” 
for that $20,000,000. Women are no- 
torious bargain-hunters—tT believe 
they could elect a dark horse who 
was reared on a farm, graduated 
into the printing and newspaper 
business and on to politics, has a 
nice wife_and holds safe views, at 
the cost of a few thousands. 

‘Both the Presidential nominees 
were evidently born inexpensively 
of capable mamas. About $500 cov- 
ered it handsomely tm those days, 
including a special nurse. Even in 
these elaborate days it doesn’t cost 
more than $1000 to give birth to a 
possible Presidential candidate— 
and, of course, with their proclivity 
for being born on farms, that is a 
liveral estimate. I have kept strict 
accounts of the cost of my own sons. 
The i2-year-old has cost $4000 to 
date, including two trips round the 
world. The five-montheold one is 
still well under the $1000 mark. By 
careful estimates I calculate that 
the older one will cost about $10,000 
by the time he is 21, including a 
college education, After that I ex- 
pect hini to be self-supporting—if 
sugar doesn't continue to go up. At 
the present rate of increase a Presi- 
dential campaign should cost about 
$50,000,000 by the time my son is 
eligible to be a candidate, 6 


Very well, then. What I am 4riv- 
ing at, you may have guessed, is 
where does mama come in? If a 
Presidential candidate is worth so 
much—even if he doesn’t get elect- 
ed, surely mama should be in on 
the profiteering. She has done 80 
much more for the country than 
any political parasite. Now that 
women are in political affairs it 
would seem that we might take up 
this matter of original investment, 
Of course, it may be that father 
should get a look-in, too. 

But, anyway, I would like to see 
a portion of those millions relegated 
to payment for actual tangible value, 
The parents of the successful candl- 
date should certainly be recognized 
as having a lien on the capital sum, 
commensurate with the amount of 
investment, plus 10 per cent inter- 
est, and a handsome bonus. And if 
he is finally elected and keeps the 
country out of war and lowers the 
cost of living and all that sort of 
thing, the party should certainly 
concede mama a vote of thanks, 
coupled with tangible appreciation 
in United States currency.
